Previovs.y to witnessing a theatrical entertainment 
it is pleasant at times to run over the play bill. We 
can, at all events, see how the characters are cast 
and judge of the capacity and resourees of the 
manager. We may review past successes or re- 
iterated failures, and infer what probability there is 
of surprising performances. Sometimes, when all else 
fails, an audience is attracted on benefit nights by 
the very incongruity of the cast. The funny gen- 
tleman, for instance, becomes IIamlet, the leading 
tragedian tumbles as clown, and the genuine Irish- 
man of the company plays the part of Timon of 
Athens. If ever there was an unnatural cast of cha- 
racters it is exhibited in the programme of Her Ma- 
jesty new servants. The right man in the wrong 
place seems to have been the guiding principle. The 
whole company, after three weeks shifting, is at last 
gazetted. Werun over the whole strength of the 
staff and wonder not alittle at the role selected for 
each of the veteran artistes. 

But at the outset, the manager has not kept faith 
with the clamorous portion of a confiding 
public. There was a solemn compact ratified 
before a gallery audience at Willis's Rooms. 
Octogenarian enemies forswore their hatred and vowed 
eternal friendship for pure love of country and the 
family connections. The hair-splitting high-church- 
man embraced the demolisher of church rates, and the 
war minister par excellence clasped in his arms the 
unsuspicious Quaker. It was a most harmonious 
meeting. All men were ready toserve the Queen and 
each was willing to serve the other. It was a pure 
eclecticism of politics; every man rubbed off the an- 
gularities of his own creed, and became as far as an- 
tecedents were econeeorned a K uow-nothing-arian. 
Whigs were happy, for hal they not recovered 
place? Reformers were exhilirant for was there not 
to be an honest reform bill, on a broad and liberal 
“ basis” these are the stereotyped words—to spread 
the foundations of the constitution; and democrats 
were joyous, for were they not promised a fhir share 
of the good things which the First Lord of the Trea- 
sury is so happy to distribute. The general public 
looked on in puzzled wonder at the ingenious mysti- 
fication, and trusted to time and accident to discover 
what on earth it could all mean ; fornow and then were 
heard indistinct mutterings of angry disappointment. 
There was a shaking of heads and a lowering of brows, 
and people whispered, confidentially, of course, that the 
strange union would be disrupted before the honey- 
moon had passed, from incompatibility of temper. 
The murder is out now, for the confreres are gazet- 
ted. In a Ministry resting on a bread basis, there are 
no less than three dukes, two carls, and a viscount. two 
barons, and three red-handed baronets. The pillars 
of the state are two-thirds Corinthian capital with a 
very diminished base. That is a tolerable quantity 
of aristocratic spice wherewith to savour the plebeian 
element. Of the five commoners, whe vote in the 
proportion of one to two, three are of the genuine 
Whig breed. One is coming across the Atlantic with 
a cargo of American notions to qualify him for the 
supermtendence of British commeree. as President of the 
Board of Trade. The fifth, poor Milner Gibson sits, 
like a forlorn bird yearning for its mate, longing for 
the return of faithful Cobden, and destined to take flight 
with him when the letters lying at Southampton are 
opened, or to mope alone upon the anxious perches, 
at ante the envy and the shame of the democrats of 
England. 

Who does not remember the indignant outbreak 
of Lord Palmerston, when. as if speaking face to face 
with the Emperor of the French, and raising his 
arm in i he dared him to attack 


the cup of liberty was et the lip, dashed it to the 
ground by his foul betrayal? This is he who dims 
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epithets have, of course, gualified him for the delicate 
‘technicalities of finance, while Mr. Gibson, the framer 
‘of clever resolutions, and the indignant vindicator of 
England’s honour, sits ón a camp stool at the end of 
the table, jas superintendent-general of an army of 


| paupers. 


Of course, such a Ministry cannot be lasting; it is 
notintended by any of its members that it should. It 
is combined for a temporary purpose, indeed, but 
destined to create a inflaence on the 
future of England. The object of this unna- 
tural conspiracy is to rúin the landed interest 
by extending the power of Democracy. Whigs 
are ready to barter away the Constitution for 
the possession of patronage and place; Radicals are 
willing to aid them in furtherance of their own 
designs. The one party looks only for patronage, the 
other for eventual power; both, like fishers for eels, 
most successful when the waters are disturbed. If 
such a-confedcracy could be of any duration, the result 
must be either anarchy or despotism, perhaps anarchy 
first and despotism afterwards. But a Cabinet 
formed of heterogeneous elements cannot be lasting. 
The first shock from without will widen the fissures 
already spreading within. Whatever ability exists 
in the Cabinet is misapplied, and crushed beneath a 
mass of imbecillity, while every man acts a strange 
character and speaks a strange language. They 
ignore the principles not only of others but of them- 
selyes. IIappily farce, not tragedy, must be the 
performance of so incongruous a company. 


The Times on the battle of Solforino:— 

It is difficult to come down from the highly strained 
emotions that are created by such an event as that which 
we announce to-day, and to measure it by the ordinary 
rules of strategy. It is mot often that we have to con- 
sider the movements of such large armies as those which 


not many precedents for a campaign so vast as that 
which on Friday last attained what must be at present 
considered as its decisive determination. The Austrian 
army when it arrived on the eastern bank of theMincio, 
retreating from all points, gaining the enclosure of its 
fortresses, and coming within the co-operation of its 
reserves, cannot be estimated at less than 150,000 
men. The French, increased by a continuous 
stream of reinforcements, rapidly pushed up to 
the front, was probably not inferior in numbers.— 
In the course of the retreat and the pursuit 
they had approached each other until, the pursuers hav- 
ing passed the Mincio, only the latter river separated 
them. It was thought throughout Europe that the Aus- 
trians had reached their chosen battle-ground, and the 
Continental authorities best taught in the strategies of 
the seat of war had confidently predicted that the line of 
the Mincio was the appointed spot of the decisive battle. 
The Austriafis, however, with that fatal weakness of 
purpose which seems to actuate them in all their 
military movements, and which canses them to 
vacillate between precipitancy and timidity, on ‘Thursday 
night retraced their steps, recrossed the Mincio in four 
enormous divisions, doubled back upon their pursuers, 
and as the Austrian account states, came upon a supe- 
rior body of the enemy on the Chiese. If this be 
true, nothing could be more suicidal in strategy 
than for an inferior force to cross a great river in order 
to seek out a superior enemy, and to engage him with 
that river in the rear. This inequality in force, how- 
ever, was probably only momentary, and this superior 
force of the enemy, which turned out to be the main 
body of the French army, was quickly eontronted by 
the whole force of the Austrians in Lombardy, with the 
Emperor Francis Joseph at their head, The battle 
began at 4 in the morning, but at 10 o’elock, allowing 
thus six hours for concentration, the collision of the 
two entire armies took place. The left wing seems to 
have commenced the attack, and to have advanced 
nearly as far as the Chiese, thus, as the Austrian account 
rather insinuates than asserts, forcing back French right 
It is claimed also that that the Austrian right wing 
had an early success against the Sardinians, who were 
upon the ground nearest to Brescia and Peschiera. But 
unfortunately for the Austrians it happened that while 
two wings were thus victorious their centre was broken. 
The French Emperor directed his early efforts against 
this part of his enemy’s line, and the Austrians gently 
say, “ The order of our centre could not be restored,” 
From that moment the battle seems to have been lost. 
It was not a matter of course that when the centre was 
broken powerful masses should be directed against 
the wing which had pressed hardest upon the 
French, and was still successful against the 
force opposed to it. It was im accordance also with 
all military experience that, under this pressure, 
the losses should be extraordinarily heavy, that 
the main body should advance,and that the array whose 
centre had been broken and wings driven back sould 
retreat. ‘The Austrians left behind them, in killed, 
wounded, and prisoners, some 50,000 men, according to 
the first French account, which we must of course 
receive with a certain amount of margin, and which the 
last statement in the Moniteur moderates in the items of 

soners, but we accept it for the moment in the 
absence of any counter statement on the Austrian s de 
They recrossed the Mincie, whieo they ead ss unacc punt- 
ably passed cpon this disastrous errand, and Napoleon 
III. slept in the room which had been oecupied by his 
brother Emperor on the morning of the battle. 

It is much too early to attempt criticism upon the 
tactics which have produced this great defeat, or to 
speculate upon the consequences it must produce. Some 

facts, however, there are which lie upon the sur- 
ce, and are seen cyen in the misty medium of these 
telegraphic despatches. The Austrians have most can- 
didty itted their defeat. History scarcely records a 
bulletin in which a disaster was more explicitly avowed. 
It is said that they are prepared to resume the contest on 
the ether side of the Mincio, and to be again defeated 
with the same stolid bravery and unteachable awkward- 
ness which they have manifested in all their previous 
operations. Among the many pieces of mood fortune 
which fall to the French Emperor, it is not the least to 
have to deal with such an enemy as this—brave, discip- 
lined, and creditable to beat, but so slow of counsel and 
changeable of purpose that a single intelligent mind 
commanding an army of even only equal courage and 
discipline can count every battle a victory and every 
campaign a conquest.

LORD JOHN RUSSEL ON THE WAR, NEUTRALIry 

AND REFORM. 

In his speech on the hu „Lord J. Russell, referring 

sa: - 
to the war, said its deep-seated cause was not the ambition 
of one man, two men, or three men, but the grievous mis. 
government of Italy,'which had now lasted fur forty years 
and which the Italians have at various times eridea voured 
to throw off What we may hope for is, that the moder. 
ation of the successful party and the wisdom of the de- 
feated party may lead at no distant interval toan honour. 
able and satisfactory peace. Our duty is to continue that 
path of neutrality which the whole country has determined 
to adopt ; but if there should not be that moderation 
and if there sliould not be that wisdom of which 1 hav. 
spoken, it is impossible to say how far this war may en 
tend, or what vations may take part it it ; and. there. 
fore, it behoves this country, for her own security, for 
the defence of her own interests, not to neglect her 
army or navy. and to be prepared for any contingeney 
that may appear. Lord John complimented the late First 

Lord of the Admiralty for the large increase he had 
made in the navy, and then, in continuation, said :—W, 
must watch every movement that takes place, and con- 
sider what bearing it may have on the future. In the 
next place, whenever the time shall arrive, and | hope 
it 2 go arrive, when the belligerents tes be dis 
posed to terminate this destructive contest, it will then 
be the business of this country to give such counsels as 
may lead to a termination of the war honourable to 
all parties, and, I must add, a termination which 
will afford better hcpes for the independence and liberty 
of Italy than it has been hitherto able to enjoy (loud 
cheers). ‘Turning to our domestic policy, Lord John 
said that the Cabinet would have to consider the ques 
tion of Reform, though not in the present session ; they 
would consider it fairly, and he trusted they would pro- 
duce a measure satisfactory to the country.

4149 76. 6d. It wasa by the defendant that he sent the 
full sum of £89 7s. 6d. to the bank hy a young man named 
Du who was informed of the notice being inaccu- 
rate. Mr. Moore, the bank clerk, d that he re- 
ceived from Duncan a small bundle notes with the 
notice wrapped round it; that, finding the amount of the notes 
to correspond with the amount stated on the notice, he handed 
out the bill, fo which defendant was acceptor, without fur- 
ther examining the particulars of its amount. His cash was 
found at the end of the day to be deficient by £70; and, on 
investigation, the difference between the amount ofthe bill and 
the sum set down in the notice was ascertained to be £70. 
The defendant, having been applied to by Mr. Moore, as- 
serted that he had paid the full sum due on foot of the 
bill. The witness stated, on cross-examination, that he had 
not left the order for payment himself; that it had been left 
with the defendant by another runner; and that the defen- 
dant offered every facility to witness and another officer of 
the bank to satisfy themselves that he had not made a mistake 
in respect to the payment of the bill.

Having requested permission from Lerd Fingal to 
deseribe the MS. and make extracts from it, I received 
the following courteous reply, dated 3d June, 1859 :— 
After a lapse of nearly two centuries, as you observe, 
the time has come when we may hope that even so ex- 
citing a topic as the civil wars of this country can be 
referred to without provoking angry controversy, or 
awakening feelings which we must all trust will never 
again be revived. It is evident that the author was an 
enthusiastic and devoted admirer of King James, and very 
probably a follower of his fort une. As to your inquiry re- 
specting the tradition of this MS. in our family, lam sorry 
I can give you very little information. I can remember 
in myfather's time it was looked upon as a valuable and 
curious work, and shown as such in the library. I have 
always heard that it was written by a Nicholas Plunket, 
an eminent lawyer of the time, but of what precise 
branch of that family or how it came into the possession 
of this house, I do not know. Some years ago I was 
asked to lend it to Sir James Mackintosh, who in re 
turning it wrote to me expressing his thanks for the in- 
formation he had received from it. Lord Macauley who 
has referred to it in many places throughout the history 
of the Irish Wars, has never seen the original work, but 
made use of what appears to have been a collection of 
extracts made by direction of Sir James Mackintosh, 
whose pencil marks (as Í believe), still remain in the 
margin. His lordship has written tome to say, “ The 
notes and extracts made by Sir James Mackintosh, from 
the Fingal MS., fill a volume of about 150 quarto 
pages.’ The work then of Nicholas Plunket, now 150 
years old, consists of two small quarto volumes, and is 
entitled, ‘ A Light to the Blind whereby they may see 
the dethronement of James the Second, King of Eng- 
land; with a brief narrative of his Wars in Ireland, and 
of the Wars of the Emperor and the King of France for 
the Crown of Spain, Anno. 1711. There area few blots, 
and some erasures in both volumes, but the writing 
is remarkably clear throughout, although the second 
volume exhibits the penmanship of an older hand than 
that of the first. So far as the scene of the history is 
concerned, the two volumnes may be taken separately ; 
the first being altogether devoted to Irish affairs, the se 
cond relating almost entirely to the wars in the Low 
Countries, from 1701 to the peace of Utrecht, 1713. 
Throughout the seeond volume are interspresed reflec- 
tions upon the affairs of Ireland, which have also been 
copied by Sir James Mackintosh, whose extracto do not 
appear to have begun, except by a short sentence at page 
334 until 391 of the first volumne, where he records 
the flight of James II. from Whitehall. Thistfirst volumne 
commences with a brief history, political and religious, of 
England and Ireland from the Reformation to the commen- 
cement ofthe reign of James II., giving many incidents of 
the Crom wellian times, and a succient narrative ot the war 
and the personal transactions of King James until the 
date of hisdeathin 1701. As specimens of its style and 
and contents, I would in particu.ar reier to the author's 
description of the siege of Londonderry, the battle of 
Cavan, the skirmish of Newtown Butler, the passage of 
the Boyne, the storming of Limerick, the battle of Aagh- 
rim, and the death of James at St. Germains. intimately 
acquainted with the histery of the time, the author ex- 
hibits, im all recitals of the civil or military transactions 
of the period, a fairness quite eqnal to that of his cotem- 
porary historians upon the other side of the question.

He is an especial 
favourite with the ladies, owing to the tinge of romance 
which is shed over him by a tradifion of blighted affec- 
tion in his early days, and consequently perpetual bache- 
lorhood. 
There has been a slaveholders convention held in Bal- 
timore, fmost of the delegates to which, however are 
said to be self-constituted, for the discussion of slave- 
holding interests in general, and in particular for the 
consideration of measures for the regulation of free 
negroes. Free negroes, I should tell you, are the especial 
eyesore of southern slaveowners. In the first place, it 
conflicts with all their notions of the fitness of things to 
have any negro his own master ; and theu, it is an out- 
rage on their economical notions, to see so much pro- 
perty wasted. They feel about them very much as an 
English farmer would feel about seeing short-horned 
heifers roving about without an owner, losing their beef 
and doing nobody any good. In addition to this, they 
consider, and rightly, that the sight of persons of their 
own race in the enjoyment of liberty, property, and a 
variety of material comforts, is anything but cal- 
culated to make slaves content with their condition. 
And it must be confessed, moreover, that a large number 
of free negroes in all the southern states, in which they 
are allowed to remain, are precisely what their enemies 
represent them to be—lazy, pilfering, drunken vega- 
bonds. It would bea miracle if liberated slaves, carry- 
ing through life the heavy burden of the scorn and con- 
tempt of a stronger race, should all turn out anything 
better. But on the other hand, there are in every state, 
and particularly in Maryland, a very large number of 
free negroes, who may in all social and civil virtues com- 
pare with any race of men in the world. Baltimore 
itself contains thousands who have accumulated a large 
amount of proyerty, live nicely, are well educated, and 
bring up their families in a way of which any white 
father might be proud. In a large portion of the state 
the farmers are mainly dependent upon the honest in- 
dustry of free blacks for the cultivation of 
their land. In short, no state of the Union contains 
more useful citizens than a body of these men un- 
doubtedly are; and yet the Anti-free-negro y propose 
to deal with all alike, and either banish them from the 
state, force them to bind themselves as apprentices to 
some white master, or else sell them into slavery. The 
convention bas, however, shocked all the more 
and sensible portion of the Maryland people.

THE BOUNDARIES’ ACT—IRELAND 

The Dublin Gazette contains the Proclamation from 
the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, issued under 
the 17th Vict., entitled “ An Act to make further Pro- 
visions for Defining the Boundaries of Counties, Baro- 
nies, Half-Baronies, Parishes, Townlands, and other 
Divisions and Denominations of Land in Ireland for 
Public Purposes.” And in the 20th and 2ist, entitled 
“An Act to make further provision for Defining the 
Boundaries of certain Denominations of Land in Ireland 
for Public Purposes,” directing that the new boundaries 
marked out by Sir Richard Griffin on the Ordnance Map, 
shall take effect from the 1st July next, only so far “as 
relates to the elective franchise of any individual or his 
right to vote at election of members to serve in Parlia- 
ment, at present enjoyed under any subsisting registry ; 
and that so far as rel: to the assessment, applotment, or 
collection of grand jury cess, and the presentment of public 
money, or any grand jury presentment, and any matter 
and thing relating thereto, and the appointment of high 
constables, and the collectors of public money, that this 
order shall be in force and take effect from and after the 
next summer assizes to be holden in and for the said 
county of Antrim ; but that as to all new registrations 
of the right of voting at elections for members to serve 
in Parliament for the said county of Antrim, and as to 
all causes and matters, civil and criminal, except those 
now pending in any of the superior courts, or courts of 
quarter sessions, or civil bill courts, and as to the juris- 
diction, civil as wellas criminal, of any justice of the 
peace, assistant barrister, or chairman of quarter sessions, 
or other person in and for the said county, and as to all 
other intenis and purposes whatsoever, not herein spe- 
cially provided for.”

(From the Belfast News-Letter.) 

From the commencement of this great work of God’s
